The letter from Mr. Albert Tate, 
the officer in charge of the 
Hudson's Bay Company’s post at 
Dunvegan in the heart of the 
Peace River country, which 
appears in another column is a 
valuable contribution to the 
existing literature concerning the 
eonditions of life in the far north. 
It is valuable inasmuch as it comes 
from an entirely unprejudiced 
source, and because it describes 
the condition of thecountry at the 
most inclement season of the year. 
It furnishes additional evidence 
that the statements which have 
been made by interested parties or 
paid hirelings for the purpose of 
diverting Yukon traffic from tne 
Alberta route, have absviutely no 
foundation in fact. It establishes 
as theresult of actual experience 
the fact that gold in largely 
paying quantities is to be foundon 
the eastern side of the mountains, 
and that, if the northern route 
were to receive its due from the 
Dominion government, a good 
road with abundant food for man 
and beast could be constructed at 
very little expense. 

The muskegs in which Farrar 
used to flounder exist only in his 
own fertile imagination. The 
letter speaks of ridges and fine 

ing places all along the road, 
Plenty of morse and other 
animals as well as fish in every 
lake have been found. A prospect 
which showed only $5.00 a day is 
passed by as not worthy of 
attention, while $10.00, $15.00 and 
$20.00 was to be picked up on the 
banks of the Liard. The horses 
were still fat, at the time of 
writing, February 7th, Every- 
thing was better than even the

A LIBERAL MEMBER 
PROTESTS 


Mr. Oliver, the Liberal member 
for Alberta, does not appear to 
have the fear of Sifton in his eyes. 
He has ventured to speak against 
the Sifton railway contract; and 
not only in the mild mannered 
fashion of a member who feels it 
expedient to oy. something for 
his home route via Edmonton, but 
with the down right plainness of 
a public man who is disgusted at a 
public ssandal. It is no mealy- 
mouthed plea for the Edmonton 
route that Mr. Oliver puts in; but 
an open mouthed condemnation of 
the whole astonishing ‘‘deal.” 

Mr, Cliver thinks that the land 
grant is altogether too great. s 
gold deposits go and with the 
ability of the company to take 
mompe adyantage of the dis- 
coveries of independent “pros- 

tors,” he is seriously of the 
opinion that Messrs. Mann and 
McKenzie may get all the gold 
bearing land in the Yukon. It is 
to be confessed right here that Mr, 
Oliver labors under the disadvan- 
tage of being a western man an 
knowing from first knowledge 
what he is talking about. 
Eastern members of parliament 
may give their facile imaginatioas 
wing in the matter, and picture us 
much gold in that district as they 
lease, and distribute as they like, 
ut Mr. Oliver has no such liberty 
in considering the real value of 
the enormous grant to the con- 
tractors. 

Then Mr. Oliver points out that 
this route favors the Pacific States 
at the expense of the Canadian 
prairies—a serious matter, for 
these are the two points which 
will compete for food prtepaare of 
the Yukon district. e does not 
hesitate tot-ay that the propo- 
sition now before the House is cal- 
culated to deliver the Yukon trade 
to our American rivals, and 
generally deprive us of the benefit 
that should come to any people 
owning so rich a territory. 

On this subject the testimony of 
one Oliver is worth that of a 
dozen easterners; and the govern- 
ment following in the House 
should have the prudence to pause 
in the face of so brave a protest 
from oneof their own number,— 
Montreal Star. 


THE LEAD MINING PROBLEM 


If ever there was a case where 
protection is absolutely necessary 
to the growth and prosperity ot a 
Canadian industry, it is the case 
of the lead mining and smelting 
industry, which might under 
different circumstances be made 
one ot the most efficient means of 
successful business enterprise in 
the Kootenay. As the law stands 
at present, there is a heavy import 
duty imposed bythe United States 
on Canadian ores, It must be a 
very good mine indeed, which 
after payment of these duties 
which are no_ small amount, 
together with railroad and smelter 
charges, leaves any profit. to the 
Canadian shipper of ore. For this 
reason, many lower grade mines in 
the Kootenay which might be 
worked at a protit, are today lying 
idle. Th’ re is no force in the argu- 
ment which suggests the con- 
struction of smelters on the 
Canadian side, as long as the 
Canadian government permits the 
free importation of American lead. 
Vhat 1s needed is a protective 
tariff which will create a market 
in Canada, to which would follow 
as & necessary consequence the 
erection of corroding works and 
factories on the Canadian side and 
the employment of a large number 
of men. 

The editor of the Kootennian, a 
newspaper published in the heart 
of the mining country has taken 
this matter up, and has published 
a circular which it is to be hoped, 
will attract attention in the 
proper quarter. He points out 
that the ore of the Kootenay 
mines is of a much higher grade 
than those ot the Coeur d’Alene 
country,st the same time that that 
country is prospering while many 
mines in the Kootenay are idle. 
Canada has the lead, the money 
to erect factories, the men to 
operate them. and there is no 
reason why she should not have 
the market. Asthe Kootenaimn 
points out, Canada should do for 
her lead mines what the United 
States has done for hers, The 
idea of the imposition of animport 
duty. is not giver. out as a pew 
one, but merely as the application 
ot the Canadian tariff, as the 
means to build aud protect a 
Canadian industry. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that 
the circular issued by Mr. King, 
who edits the Kootenaian, will 
have the desired effect and that 
the suggestion which he makes 
will be taken up and acted unon at 
once in the interest of the 
Canadian lead miners whose very 
depends upon the 


tariff, 


The war which is at_ present 
potas waged between the Canadian 
Pacific Railway anc the American 
western roads has evoked i 
posal to abrogate the bondin 
privilege. This threat is invari- 
ably made whenever any trouble 
arises between Canada aud the 
United States, and from the utter- 
ances of American public men it 
would eppest that the benefite 
derived from the bonding privilege 
were all on the side of Canada, 
This is apparently the view taken 
by Senator Elkins who a few days 
ago in the United States Senate 
2 tne to twist the Lion’s tail 
n the usual style. 

As a matter of fact, however, the 
advantage of the bonding 
privilege is not by any means con- 
Rined to Canada, and those 
Americans who derive large profits 
from its existence would be very 
sorry indeed to see it removed, 
Press despatches recently tole of 
a rapid trip made by a train of 
silks iinported from Japan. They 
came by C. P, R. steamers to Van- 
couyer, were loaded upon. P. R. 
cars there, and were in New York 
in seven days thereafter. What 
possible advantage could accrue to 
the New York merchants, or to 
those who were in any way inter- 
ested in the receipt of this silk if 
the bonding privilege were abro- 
ated? It would mean that, 
instead of Vancouver, the goods 
would arrive at San Francisco. 
There would be loss of time, 
coupled with heavier freight 
charges on the ocean part of the 
trip, and another loss of time on 
the run across the continent. If 
such were not the case, theC. P. R. 
would not now get the business 
from its rivals. The price for 
withdrawing the bonding privilege 
would be paid by the American 
people, and opinion must have 
changed greatly if they are now 
inclined to tax themselves in this 
svecial way for the advantage of 
the railway corporations, 

Even Mr. Elkins was forced to 
admit that the abrogation of the 
privilege would mean serious 
injury to the interests of New 
England, Michigan and Minnesota. 
Instead of being as it is sometimes 
called, a menace to the United 
States, it is a matter of mutual 
accommodation which does a good 
deal to promote harmony and 
good will among the English 
sneaking peopleof North America. 
There is no danger of its being 
abrogated 45 long as there is 
monvy init or both parties.

DEATH OF W.H. KINNISTEN 


From Thursday 8 Daily. 

‘LHe HERALD has eeldom been called 
upon to perform a more painful duty 
than that which felis upon it today. 
Tt is always sad to lose a citizen, but it 
is doubly so when the citizen is one 
who bas been closely identified with 
the city since ita beginning, and who 
was ah mtg as te by every person 
in it. Mr. W. H. Kinnisten, whose 
severe iliness was reported in Poti 
day’s Hiratp, died shortly before 
noon today of congestion of the lungs, 
from which he had been suffering only 
since last Friday afternoon, The 
deceased ereg oe who was oul 
38 years old, came to Calgary in 1854, 
He was one of the most prominent as 
well as one of the most popular of our 
citizens.

Ops, March 10.— The meeting here 
today of the N. W. T. Dairymen’s As- 
sociation was a great success. The 
room was filled, many having come 
from Bowden and surrounding places, 
The speeches, discussion and ques- 
tioning lasted fully five hours and at 
the close of the proceedings the sen- 
uine expressions of pleasure and satis- 
faction were very gratifying to the 
members of the association deputa- 
tion. T. N. Willing was elected to 
preside, KE, N. Hopkins, president, 
opened the meeting by giving an ac- 
count of the association and its work, 
dwelling on the importance of union 
and co-operation in the dairy industr 
and the necessity for farmers to thin 
for themselves, J. Anderson reported 
the result of the Bowden prose? 
which he said had produced 17840 Ibs 
that had fetched 209c, netting to the 
patrons l7jc. This is a private cream- 
ery. The butter was sold in the Koo- 
tenay, Angus McKay, experimental 
farm, Indian Head, gavea very in- 
structive and valuable address coun- 
selling thefarmers to begin at the 
beginning by cuitivating their soil in 
the right wats at the right time and 
of growing the right kind of fodder, 
He laid strese upon having properly 
ventilated stables, if they would pre- 
vent tuberculosis, and exhitnting 
remy of noxious weeds, he ex- 

jained the best ways of eradicating 
hem. C. Marker, of the dairy de- 

rtment, Ottawa, counselled the in- 

ividual testing of the cows’ milk,' in 
which work the creameries would 
help, and then the farmers could get 
rid of the cows which were not paying 
for their keep, Mr, Deane, of the 
Rosebud creamery, Olds, also a private 
creamery, said they had made 10,000 
lbs of butter, which had fetched 18c, 
netting 12cto the patrons. In both 
these creameries the patrons do their 
own hauling, the distance not being 
great, the longest haul being eight 
miles, W,. atson, Moose Juw, 
thought that what was wanted was a 
cheaper production of butter and a 
better price for its sale, and he 
thought the Goyernment conld do 
more than they had done in this 
respect. Wm. Trant, Regina, replied 
that the Government had anticipated 
that advice and were reducing the 
cost’ by returning to each individual 
creamery all above actual cust that it 
had Sreceived from them, and had 
abandoned the at present low priced 
British market for the higher priced 
markets of the Kootenay, the Yukon 
and Japan, Questioning and discus- 
sion followed, and the meeting closed 
with votes of thanks to the managers 
of the Jocal creameries and cheers for 
the deputation, Afterwards the dele- 
gates were driven to the creamery 
and some of the surrounding farms.

It is impossible in 
a short letter to give even a hint of 
what was said by most of these, Mr, 
Dobell, the only minister who spoke, 
assured the House of the good inten- 
tions and honest purposes of the Gov- 
ernment, The Cape Breton member, 
Mr. McDougall, pointed out that the 
contract was of very little benefit to 
an eastern man who might desire to 
make his way to the Yukon as heonly 

ot out of it a five hours railroed ride 
n 22 days’ journey, while he found 
when he got there that the contractors 
would have gathered in all the gold 
lands. Mr. Wilson, of Lennox,pressed 
this point also, showing that the con- 
tractors were the only persons that 
got much good out of the bargains 
made with Mackenzie& Mann, with the 
small service they performed, Bell, of 
Pictou, and Ganog. of Charlotte, 
argued that the road, by the route 
adopted would, at the best, be a diffi- 
cult and expensive means of travel, 
and that another route, either by 
Dyea or by Alberta, would eventually 
have to be followed. 

AN INDEPENDENT AND A LIBERAL 


Two speeches of interest were made 
by men who were not elected as rup- 
porters ofthe late government, The 
most effective of these was that of 
Mr. Oliver, a follower of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, As the member for Alberta, 
a resident of Edmonton, and a pioneer 
on the frontier, Mr. Oliver's views 
have some weight, and his close an- 
alysis of the question and common 
sense way of looking atthe case made 
a strong impression. He declares that 
the contract is of little er no benefit to 
any part ot Canads east of the Rocky 
mountains. So far as the Stickine 
railway affords means to carry sup- 
plies, and especially provisions into 
the Yukon, 1t gives the market en- 
tirely to the northern Pacific States. 
The nearest Canadian source of supply 
is the North West, a thousand iwlhes 
from the Pacific Coast, with two 
mountain ranges between, while right 
on the coast lie'the farm lands of 
Washington, Oregon and the other 
States, This contract, so far as it 
develops a market in the Yukon, does 
it for the benefit of a foreign country. 
Mr. Oliver, though not by any means 
wn eloquent speaker, made a strong | 
impression when he begged Parlia- 
not toexpend the public wealth and 
the public heritage to develop the 
Yukon country as tributary to the 
United States, As a practical man, 
with knowledge of the subject, he 
affirmed that Mackenzie &Mann,with 
their privilege of choice, could “scoop 
in” practically the whole mineral 
wealth of the Yukon country. The 
Independent member who denounced | 
the contract. was J. Ross Robertson 
proprietor of the Toronto Telegram, 
who, in a_ acathing and sarcastic 
speech, showed that the contractors 
had captured ever bree | in sight. He | 
regretted deeply that this government 
was not as weil able to take care of the | 
country, as Mackenzie & Mann were 
able to takecare of themselves, Mr. 
Robertson admitted that the Tories 
may have done some things ‘a little 
off color” in their day, but never 
anvthing one half as bad as this, If 
they had perpetrated a job like this 
they would have been glad to escape 
the police, but this government does it 
to an accompaniment of brass bands 
and bouquets. 

AN AMENDMENT 


* That the bill be not now read a 
second time; but that it be resolved 
that this House while recognizing the 
necessity of providing adequate tacili- 
ties for the transporiation into the

STILL THE YUKON DEBATE 


Is Being Resumed and May Last Some 
Time Before Some Practical End 
is Reached—The Member From B. 
C. Condemns the Amencment— 
Another Week's Debate to Come 


Special Correspondence to The Heratd 


OTTAWA, March 7.—The fifth week 
of the session which included four 
days’ work, has been entirely devoted, 
like those that went before it, to the 
Yukon discussion, On Tuesday,which 
was election day in Ontario, the mem- 
bers came back from their campaign 
and snowstorm vacatiorfyexcept thuse 
who had one more day’s work to pat 
in at the polls. 

Tuesday's discussion was not very 
exciting, owing to the suspense which 
hung over the chamber. In the 
evening the House did not sit at all, as 
the members preferred t6 emplov 
themselves studying the returns whic 
were coming in. Last night and the 
next day Ontario members arrived, 
the supporters of Sir Wiltrid Laurier 
bearing somewhat disappointed looks, 
while the Conservativesincluded many 
who came back triumphant, with the 
scalps of Premier Hardy's men adorn- 
ing their belts. The Ontario members 
partly account for the Conservative 
gains on provincial issues, but it was 
generally agreed that the conduct of 
the Dominion Government had a good 
deal to do with the result. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier connected himself with 
the Hardy government by appearing 
on the platform with the Ontario 
premier and declaring that the pro- 
vincial ministey was the right hand of 
the Government at Ottawa, The 
Premier of Canada can hardly say 
now that this is purely a provincial 
matter and does not affect him, Sir 
Wilfrid is of course surry that he did 
it, and is rather tired of being told 
that there is something the matter 
with his right hand, It is wearisome 
to be frequently asked whether his 
right hand had not lost its cunning, 
and whether he does not find left- 
handed administration inconvenient.

KEPT IT 

The main feature in the discussion

{t appears that there is nothing to be 
said against him, except that he is not 
a member nor an agent of the Roths- 
childs firmin London, He never said 
he was, but on the contrary informed 
Sir Wilfrid in his proposition that the

things existing at Skagway:- 

The postmaster of Skagway anda 
man by the name of Friedland are 
among the known dead of Skagway, 
A former Juneauite came down on the 
steamer Coleman yesterday and in- 
formed a representative of this paper 
as tothe true state of affairs at that 
town, He said that his tent was lo- 
cated near the morgue and that he 
saw from ten to fifteen bodies a day 
taken there. At night they were placed 
in plain pine coffins and taken out and 
buried in the night. This is done te de- 
ceive the people as to the sanitary 
condition of Skagway. 

The disease prevalent at Skagway is 
something terrible. A healthy person 
will feel slight chills suddenly ascend 
the spinal column to tae brain and in 
afew hours the back of the neck 
becomes stiff and cold; the head is 
forced back, the brain then becomes 
clouded and soon reason passes away.
